General Villa,:Victor in Bat- 

tle of Juarez, Is Making 
Ready for an Attack on 
Chihuahua City. 


El Paso, Texas, November 27.—Rebel 
scouts reported to General Francisco 
Villa at Juarez tonight that during the 
day they had sighted the federal out- 
posts at Villa Ahumada, cighty-three 
miles south of Juarez, The presence 
jof the federal forces at Villa Ahumada 
has caused no little concern in Juarez, 
as the rebel officers do not know defi- 
nitely whether they are the troopy 
which retreated from Tierra Blanca 
after their defeat Tuesday or are rein- 
forcements from Chihuahua, again 
moving north to engage Villa. 

“Iwillleave to attack Chihuahua just 
as soon as I can get my trains loaded 
with provisions and my troops, which 
probably will be tomorrow night or 
Saturday morning,” sald General Villa 
at Juarez 

‘Tomorrow morning, General Villa 
will hold a review and parade of his 
troops in celebration of the victory over 
the federals at Tierra Blanca. After 
the parade the troops will make imme- 
diate preparations for leaving for the 
south. 

Villa Loads Trains. 

Thousands of dollars’ worth of pro- 
visions were transferred from El Paso 
to Juarez today to de loaded on Villa's 
trains, 

Villa expects to have at least 12,000 
men when he attacks Chihuahua. He 
said tonight he had sent word for Gen- 
eral Tomas Urbina to bring 2,000 men 
north from Torreon district, and that 
General Manuel Choa is now in the 
vicinity of Chihuahua with 2,000 rebel 
troops. Villa will take 7,000 soldiers 
from Juarez, leaving a garrison of 
about 100 men to protect the city, 

Spanish residents of Juarez appealed 
to American Consul Thomas B. Ed- 
wards, of that city, to take change of 
their possessions in the city, as Gen- 
eral Villa has threatened to confiscate 
their stores and other property. Con-

STERILIZATION. 


The supreme court of New Jersey has 
pronounced unconstitutional the law pro 
viding for the steril{zation of epileptics, the 
feebleminded, criminals of certain types 
and others. 

Several other American states are now 
experimenting with this principle of pen- 
ology. The argument is, of course, obvious 
and familiar. The person incurably sick in 
mind or body, or ill of an incurable trans- 
missible disease or afflicted with an incor- 
rigtble criminal bent, should not be allowed 
to perpetuate their kind. The idea is that 
society will thus either eliminate or rad- 
ically lessen the vast drains upon its struc: 
ture at this source. 

The greatest argument against pro- 
cedure of this nature is that it is’ prema- 
ture. Medicine is yet far from being an 
exact science, The more experienced the 
intelligent physician becomes, the more 
forcefully he recognizes his limitations and 
at the same time the endless possibilities 
of his profession. The disease and the crime 
that are incurable today tomorrow yield 
to treatment. To deprive an enormous 
number of people of the function of repro- 
duction under these uncertain circu 
stances is to assume a vast responsibility. 

This is not to say that at some future 
day society may not see the ultimate jus- 
tice and wisdom of thus protecting itself 
and of strengthening the race. But we are 
still sufficiently in the dark to cast doubt 
upon steps of a radical nature. 
to evade a lot of expense and 
personal ort, by use of the knife. 
is not in evidence that t!

The ‘World’s Mysteries 


WHAT DID NELSON SIGN AT TRAFALGAR? 


There has been a great amount of con- 
troversy as to what admiral Lord Nelson, the 
famous English hero of the Battle of Trafal 
gar, signaled his fleet at the beginning of 
that unusual engagement. It ts generally 
given that this signal read “England-expects 
that every man will do his duty;” but there 
have been a number of deviations brought 
out through various sources. 

For nearly fifty years the English school 
children were taught that the signal read, 
“England expects every man to do his duty 
and the “to” was not changed to “will” In 
the school books until the Nelson column was 
erected in Trafalgar Square, with “will” In- 
stead’ of “to.” 

Then investigations added the word “that 
to the sentence, “England expeets that,” 
etc, the first three figures being 253, 269 
and 863, which represent the three words 
given and this form was used in the song 
celebrating the victory: 


“From line to the signal ran, 
England expects that every man 
This day will do his duty. 


The following version of what is proba- 
bly the most renowned of war signals may 
be worth introducing here, as it differs 
slightly trem the usual reading, and as it 
comes direct from the scene of battle and 
from an officer engaged in the conflfct. It 
is taken from a column of The London 
Times of December 26, 1805: 

Extract of a letter from on board his 
majesty’s ship Prince, at sea, October 26, 
1805: “On Monday morning, at daylight, saw 
our intended prizes, thirty-seven sail of the 
line, to leeward, with several frigates, bore 
up, made all sail, and cleared for action. 
At twenty minutes after 10 o'clock, our 
gallant commander made the signal (which 
was the last he made) by telegraph, ‘Eng- 
land expects every officer and man to do 
his duty this day,’ which I belleve everyone 
aid.” 

It is said that the original form sug- 
gested by the great admiral ran: elson 
confides that every man will do his duty,” 
but on the suggestion of the officer taking 
the order, “Nelson was changed to “Eng- 
lgnd," and {t would appear that the signal 
man proposed “expects” for “confides,” as 
the former was in the code and the lat- 
ter not, and time was important. Regard- 


ing the statement in The Times, ‘ 
hardly likely that It is correct, for on such} 
an occasion Nelson would not have drawn}, 
a distinction between an officer and a man.)

had a code number. with the exception of!

“May the Great God, whom I worship, 
Grant to my country and for the benefit off 
Burope in general, a great and glorious vic- 
tory, and may no misconduct in any oneje 
tarnish it; and may humanity after vic-| 
tory be the predominant feature in the Brit-}_ 
ish fleet. For myself, individually, I com-§% 
mit my life to Him who made me, and ma; 
His blessing light upon my endeavors fori 
serving my country faithfully. To Him 1 
resign myself ‘and the just cause which ts! 
entrusted to me to defend. Amen, amen, 
amen, ¢ 

It was Nelson's last day, but his prayer), 
was heard.

Rome, November 27.—Two socialists 
and a republican took the oath in the 
[presence of the king, © form unprece- 
| dented in the Italian parliament, where 
and republicans hitherto 
|have stayed away from the opening. 
| The king's speech from the throne 

was greeted for the first time by 
|representatives of all classes of the 
\nation, made possible by the introduc- 
tion in Italy of universal suffrage. 
| His majesty recapitulated the events 
jof the conquest of Libya by the Italian 

army and navy, which he praised, He 
said the conquest had given Italy a 
civilizing mission which it would ac- 
complish with respect for the religion, 
the family life andthe property of the 
natives. It would also open a field for 
Italian emigration in the neighbor- 
hood of the mother country 

The king announced that many re- 
forms were to be introduced in Italy 
and alluded to the inteation uf the 
government to give Italian women 
their rightful place. 

Concerning the church his mafesty 


would be given to it, but that It would 
be prevented from interfering in stute 
affairs, as the government regarded 
itself as the ouly representative of 
italian subjects and coulu not admit 
any limitation of Its suvereiguty. 

Speaking of the Balkans, the king 
saia the accord between Italy and the 
other European powers had ‘prevented 
graver conflicts arising than those 
which had vccurred. Italy, he sald,
